ONE GLIMPSE STARTS TALK 


I slipped into New York quiet 
like and thought nobody in the 
world knew I was there. At the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel I ran slap 
into Vincent Treanor, a well-known 
sporting writer. 

“What are you doing here?” he 
asked, surprised. 

“Oh, nothing — just looking 
around to see What's going on?

Postmasters Ordered to Aid 
Prompt Delivery 


(ey r. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Be- 
ginning Friday, newspapers will be 
accorded the same treatment in 
the mails as letters and other first- 
class matter by an order made 


public today by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral New. 

“The order,” said Mr. New, 
“means much to the American pub- 
lic. It is one of the most impor- 
tant and far-reaching steps in post- 
office history. It is for the bene- 
fit of those who desire to have 
their newspapers placed before 
them at as early moment as 
sible. This should keep both the 
city and rural population in closer 
and quicker touch with their sev- 

fields of activities.” 


NEW REGULATIONS 


Under the new system newspe- 
pers will be made up in separate 
sacks plainly labeled with the 
word “newspapers.” If there are 
only a few copies of newspa 
at the point of dispatch, they will 
be placed in pouches with _first- 
class mail or in separate sacks, 
even though the sacks are only 
partly filled. The order stipulates 
that newspapers shall not de 
mixed with parcels post at any 
point in their dispatch from the 
publisher's offices until their de- 
livery to the addressees. 

Postmasters are required by the 
order to notify publishers in each 
instance when deliveries do not 
eatch the dispatch which they are 
advertised to catch; also to notify 
publishers when they are sending 
their publications to wrong ad- 
dresses and to addresses of de- 
ceased persons. Publishers will be 
notified by postmasters when they 
are putting up their mail in an 
incorrect manner. 


APPLIES TO WEEKLIES 
The order applies alike to daily 
and weekly newspapers. It stip- 
ulates that all sacks of newspapers 
when received in * must 
be segregated promptly and the 
contents distributed and dispatched 
po — proper for deliv- 
y carriers on the ear - 
sible trips.

meeting of the Southwestern States, 
sponsored by the savings bank de- 
partment of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, and set for Los 
Angeles February 27 and 28. 

W. R. Morehouse, vice-president 
of the Security Trust and Savings 
Bank, is general chairman in 
charge of program, and the pre- 
liminary schedule gives promise of 
a highly interesting and origina) 
convention.

customer, and you never can tell 
when you have him. She needs 
some business cards in plain let- 


tering: also some blotters, small 
size, to distribute in near-by of- 
fices. 


Now, when she is all ready to 
start, she must get out and solicit 
work from different offices. This 
sort of service must be sold, just 
as insurance or books are sold. 
Repeated calls must be made, even 
though no work has come in from 
some of them. Go see your cus- 
tomers frequently. make friends 
with the stenographergs and clerks, 
but don't spend time visiting. Stop 
for a word of greeting, leave them 
a blotter with your advertisement 
on the smooth side, remind them 
that you want their business, and 
be on your way. 

Public stenographic business goes 
in tides, sometimes high, some- 
12 low. When it is high, call 


in another stenographer to help 
out, or work all night: when it is 
low go out and solicit business. 
Wear your smartest hat and your 
best sport outfit—you have to sell 
your appearance, before ygu can 
market your skill. This is true of 
every kind of business. 

Don't get discouraged, and above 
all things, never, never tell your 
customer that business is bad. He 
has troubles of his own, and may 
be on the verge of bankruptcy. On 
the contrary, tell him you are 
rushed to death, business never 
has been better. Don't be a 
“Gertie Gloom.“ Cultivate your 
memory for names and faces. Men 
are flattered to death to be called 
by name and their business re- 
membered after an absence of 
months. 

Never forget that “business goes 
where it is well treated.”

ASKS DATA 
ON PUBLIC 
WORK FUND 


Council Committee Seeks 
Estimates on Amount to be 
Expected in Decade 


In order to pave the way for a 
possible contribution from the 
city’s public improvement fund for 
the opening of Broadway from 


Pico to Forty-firat street, the City 


Council's Public Works Committee 
yesterday presented to the Council 
A report asking for a statement as 
to the amount of money which the 
city can reasonably anticipate dur- 
ing the next three years and then 
during the next eight or ten years 
for the public improvement fund.

The opening of Broadway is con- 
sidered by the Council and all in- 
terested in traffic congestion relief 
in Los Angeles as the most impor- 
tant improvement project of gen- 
eral benefit now before the city 
government. The Improvement will 
ereate a great north-and-south 
traffic artery and link in with the 
Broadway-to-the-Bea project which 
has been approved by the County 
Board of Supervisors, the County 
Planning Commission and the City 
Planning Commission.
